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Japan’s  Agricultural  Imports 
from  the  U.S.  'tty  from  other  countries

The  American  farmer  has  a  big  stake  in  Japan.  This  country 
was  our  No.  1  farm  market  for  each  of  the  4  years  1952-55,  and 
second  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1956.  Last  year,  it  took  9.4 
percent  of  U.  S.  agricultural  exports. 

Likewise,  Japan  looks  to  the  United  States  for  much  of  its 
agricultural  imports.  It  is  now  importing  about  $1^  billion  worth 
of  farm  products  yearly;  almost  $400  million  of  this  total  comes 
from  the  United  States. 

Our  share  in  Japan’s  agricultural  imports  has  increased  since 
before  World  War  II.  Japan  is  taking  almost  twice  as  much  from 
us  now  as  it  did  then. 

Some  commodity  highlights: 

...Cotton:  Japan  produces  none.  It  imports  over  2  million  bales 
annually,  one-third  from  the  United  States.  In  1956,  Japan  took 
25  percent  of  U.  S.  cotton  exports. 

...Rice:  Japan  imports  about  25  million  bags  annually,  approxi¬ 
mately  12  percent  of  its  needs.  We  supply  about  one -fourth  of 
this.  More  than  25  percent  of  U.  S.  rice  exports  went  to  Japan 
during  the  period  1952-55. 
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...Wheat:  The  United  States  exports  40  million  to  50  million 
bushels  to  Japan  annually- -over  50  percent  of  Japan’s  total 
wheat  imports.  In  1956,  9  percent  of  U.  S.  wheat  exports  went 
to  Japan. 

...Soybeans:  Japan  produces  about  half  of  its  requirements.  The 
United  States  supplies  about  20  million  bushels  annually- -three - 
fourths  of  Japan’s  import  needs.  Nearly  one-third  of  U.  S. 
soybean  exports  goes  to  Japan. 

...Barley:  The  United  States  has  half  of  Japan’s  import  market. 
More  than  32  million  bushels- -23  percent  of  U.  S.  barley 
exports  - -went  to  Japan  in  1956. 

In  the  same  year,  Japan  accounted  for  a  sizable  percentage 
of  U.  S.  exports  of  some  other  items:  Cattle  hides,  30  percent; 
nonfat  dry  milk  solids,  14  percent;  and  tallow,  16  percent. 

The  Japanese  market  is  growing:  Population  is  increasing  by 
more  than  1  million  a  year,  industry  is  expanding,  and  per  capita 
income  is  up.  But  Japanese  agriculture,  already  highly  developed, 
has  little  land  for  expansion.  Therefore,  Japan  will  look  even 
more  to  imports  to  meet  its  food  and  fiber  requirements.  Japan 
now  imports  20  percent  of  its  food  supply,  compared  with  15 
percent  before  World  War  II.  And  60  percent  of  its  total  imports 
are  agricultural. 

Although  Japan  is  one  of  the  world’s  biggest  agricultural 
markets,  our  future  share  in  this  market  is  uncertain.  Japan  is 
paying  for  U.  S.  products  largely  with  dollars  earned  by  other

means  than  its  exports  to  us.  After  the  war,  most  of  its  dollars 
came  from  U.  S.  armed  forces  expenditures. 

Recently,  however,  Japan  has 
been  getting  fewer  dollars  from 
U.  S.  Government  activities  and 
more  from  exports.  But  it  is 
still  importing  twice  as  much 
from  us  as  it  exports  to  us. 

Moreover,  Japan  now  depends 
less  on  us  for  farm  products  than 
it  did  a  few  years  ago.  The  rest 
of  the  world  has  more  farm 
products  to  export  than  formerly. 
Also,  Japan,  because  its  own 
exports  are  increasing,  has  more 
foreign  exchange  for  trading 
abroad.  Thus,  it  is  becoming  eas  - 

ier  for  Japan  to  buy  farm  products 

from  other  countries.  In  the  long 
run,  it  will  be  inclined  to  buy  from 
countries  that  buy  from  it. 

American  agriculture,  there¬ 
fore,  has  a  real  interest  in  Japan’s 
continued  ability  to  earn  dollars.
